In those good old days — "all tlays are 
good when old," says Byron— the "iiuU" 
fii Aldgate. the "Swan with two Necks" 
in Ladd Lam, Um "Angd" at IiUngton, 
and the "White Horse Collnr," PiocA- 
dilly. were tlic trrcat cnarliitii^ Imnscs of 
London. Mcrtdy to In'ur tln st' iiuint'!! 
mentionetl brings to tlio oM-tin»'r pletis- 
ant fandea uf traveling by muil through 
merry roads, with blooming hawtliom 
and chestnut trees, the larkn aiiifring 
afloat, the village l)ells ami the Hinitirn 
hammer Hnkli.'ig in the diKtiiiicc. iiiul 
the roAtlsiilo inn with itH awiti^^iti^ r>)L.'u 
and its HMiiw-whito u itcrin^^-trou^h, its 
buxom luiuUady, aud itH hnntliiiK ho^t- 
lera. At eaoh of these hotela frmn 4(l<) 
to tJOO horses were stabU'd, nn<l tiinir 
work was ronlbit'il to within fifty uiileM 
of till' metropolis. How lusuiy (•oadi- 
liorses would Im ro((iiir»'d to-day to iic- 
commodiito t!io iii^'vess and r:;n>ss of 
the travehsrs enniin^ to iiiid f^oing from 
the modern Babylon ? 

When I w.iH n boy I well ronionil»or 
the trnnHi»ortation of tlu> sea con] from 
the "litinli." lis thn pit's month was 
callfd. to tiie l).ir!?ps on tiio Tyni? by 
nit'iins of stt'iini.biit nobodvover droutnt 
of being carried themselveH by Huch a 
motive power, and everybo«ly langheil 
at the LivoriMwl morchants and bank- 
ers wlio first entevtained tho idt'n, and 
brouglit into tli(i hoiisti (jf cotii'iioiis tlio 
bill for tho 1 ,ivi'V]io il iind Manchester 
railway. Joe Hnnie, ".Mini totfli' .I.i.-, " 
dtiuloi'ed it a prepusteruUH uotiua that 
a- speed of four miles an hour oould be 
attained, aud kept up with a tea-k^tle 
for a horse. 

I'ut somehow or .itlior if was iiniioi- 
sihlf to stop tile ad\i'Utof sti'ini. Canul 
coniiiiiiiies and coi'.eUing conilnuatioiis 
bo wild aliout the ruin of vested iuter- 
ests, and while a tnim-road nt n i-oil!«>rv. 
or tk lift from tlio Tyno or We.ir Sid' 
was all very well, the idea of ii iii.ie!i,,ie 
that would oitln-r piisli or pull a i 'nl i:: 
addition to moving it.solf wa.s the lK'i;r'if 
of rtl).stuvlity. 

The llrttt time it was aotunllr ilmte. 1 
was not, like John Oilpin, ''there to 
SI P," but it w as about 1820, ami th» 
joiirnoy was nnide from Btookton to 
Darlington, ninety tpU being drawn 
eight miloH an hour.

Kerious accident, was a gloriouti day an 
a decided trinm])h. What a day tha 
waa for Liver] >ool! Every instnimei.. 
OfmVlio in the city, ami for Kit) mile 
aroimd, had been t^ot together and wei 
being scraped, l»U»wn, beaten, twanged 
and operated upon at once, to an accuin 
panimeut of elmrub bella Mid boomiui 
cannon. Every house-top was crowded 
flags were flying from every availabh 
eminence. Tlionsands ujmn thotisamb 
of people lined both sides of the romt 
for miles, with expectation to be ripene 
into wonder and admiration market 
VO^ lhajjr And did&l ihf Map- 



cheater ale flow I Barrels were tapped 
in the streets, and temperance was no* 
where. It was .ibont in the fore- 

nood when all was ready, and tlie 
"Northumbrian" led the way. There 
were four carriages to eacli engine, 
n iking eight separate trains, carrying 
aitogetiier near upon 1.000 people. The 
road was a double track, oat both 
triehs were employed, the flnl traltf 
ni" niopolizing one. and the other seven 
following eueli other on the ])nrnllel 
line. Xhe start was at leu[.;th made, 
without any mishap. Away went the 
flrst passenger trains ever run in Eng- 
land or elsewhere, down the 8ntton in- 
cline and over the Satikey viaduct, sev- 
enteen miles to Parklmrst. the "Xor- 
thnmlnian." eariyiiip Wellington, I'eel, 
William Ibiskiason, M.- V. for Liver- 
pool, and other notables, accelerating 
or retarding her apeedon the south line i 
to permit her crew to examine any i 
])oint8 (if interest or see the other trains 
skim over their way. All went well u]) 
to tliis jioint, but liere occurred tiiat 
fatal accident which made the opefaing 
of the flrst railroad a day of mingled 
joy and sorrow — ^joy for the racoeaa of 
the undertaking, and sorrow for the 
catastrophe which dejirived Ijiverjiool 
of its new ly elected member of piu liii- 
ment, fre e trad(> one of its earliest 
champions, aud Great Jb itaui one of 
tier most experienced diplomats and \ 
eloquent orators. While the looomo- 1 
tivea were taking in water Mr. Hus- ' 
kisaon (piit his canriage and went to 
shi^e lirtiids with the Duke of Welling- 
ton. While so doing tiie Rocket passed 
on the other line, the M. P. became con- 
foaed and frightened and in liis tlnrry 
ran on the track. In vain the engineer 
tried to stop the engine. It ran over 
the statesman, breaking both legs ami 
thigh, and otherwise so injuring Iiirn 
that he dit^d the same night, after h ■- 
ing carried to the vicarage of Eccles. 
The journey of the trial trains was 
mada to Manchester, bnta gloom which 
coQid not be dissipated had been cast 
over the day, and the triumph of tlie 
engineering cousfuumatiou was soil- 
denad by daath.

These 
boys, unfitted for a.iy kind of manual 
work. hat. irally drift into the easiest 
oecuii.itions tiiey can liiid. and there in 
nothing easier than di ifting into no OC 
ciipution, and thence into i.TiniH. «

The lieml. which is almost 
all bill,iM not pretty, but, what is lietter, 
it is eminently naeful, for it combined 
fish sjiear and lunch basket in one. The ;

a hook V, hich is fatal to a fish, and the 
lower jiart is hung w itli an elastic pouch, 
into which the captured jirey are de- 
posited until desired for eating. 

As it has large webbed feet and swims 
well, it catches a greet many flsh just 
as the ducks do; but it lllO has a very 
]iieturc.s.|n(! way of ceptOlfalg its flniiy 
iney. It sails majestically over the 
water at a considerable height above it, 
glancing aharply about for victims in 
tlie transparent element below, until, ; 
etching a glimpse of one favorably dia- | 
IhiseJ for ciqiture, it launches itself ' 
H. I oght downward, and with bill jiro- 
jectiug and wings foldod cleaves the air 
like a bolt, transflxing the flsh, and by | 
tiic i npetus of its fall diaappearing un- 
der the water, to return to the surface, ' 
however, w ith all the buoyancy of a cork, 
and with the quarry comfortably tucked 
av ay for future reference.

the waiting bill of the gull, wiiich has 
adroitly twisted ita head so that it can 
see all that ia expoaed of the iielican'e 
internal economy, and has snatcheil the 
morsel and llowii with a wiM .scream o] 
laughter to eat it at its leisure, it imh ed 
a gull ever had such a state of Ixmiil:. 

The pelican ia almost too stupiil t*. 
know that it has been robbed, but the 
gull gives every evidence of enjoyinct 
the trick very little less than the booty, 
for its farewell shriek sounds derisive

The discussion in The Tribune of the 
nnion of New York andBrooklvn as'oue 
great city recalled to an old eiti/on. 
who has mode the topography of.Ni.\\ 
York a special study, the fact that New 
York in its inonstrouslv rapid develop- 
ment had already awallowed np and ab- 
sorbed a score or more of villages 

They were so numerous he ennld not 
recall them all. (ireenwieh. lilo.imin';- 
dale, Yorkvilh>, Harlem, and other vil- 
lages on Manhattan island vliich aiv 
now merely sectional parts of the me- 
tropolis were onoe incorporated villages 
or towns under these names. The art 
ineorjinratiiiL; a jiart of Wesfeliesfer 
county added a dozen or more villa;;e- 
at one time. Hrooklyn. too, now em- 
braces several tow ns w hich once sepa- 
rately exiwt^Hl, as Williuuisbmg, (Ireeii- 
point, Bedford, South Brooklyn or 
UnwanuH. atid eventtially its authnritv 
will be extended to m.any others ..f the 
snburban touns. such as Flatliusu. Ne v 
I-ois. New rtrecht. H.ith. Kast New 
York, etc. But many of these places 
retain a aort of sectional if not Hei>arat« 
e.^iistenee, aa, for instance, Harlem and 
Yovkville in New York, a-ul WillinniH- 
bui'^. 1 ireeii]). liip, and South I'rooklyn 
ill Ib'ooklyii. As far as their cin jiorate 
existein-e is c<nicer'.ied they hehnig to 
the two cities, but in matters of trade, 
society, and, al)ove all, local i)ride. they 
Iiave a distinct life and separate inter- 
ests. Some of them, as llarleni. Will- 
iamslniro- and Soii h I'-rooklvn main 
tain strictly local juij'ers of their o»vii.

▲boQt 1855 or 1850 a roan by the 
name of Parker, who lived on the 
Mokelnmne rireT, to San Jonqnin 
(•(niiitv, iim(l<i oath boforo tho cn.miiis- 
sioners of tlie Siui .ToiKinin Afii i-' iltiiirtl 
society that ho had raised Imsht'ls 
of potatoen on an acre. The i^tury was 
■O Mtonishing that a oommittee w-aa ap- 
pototed to inveatigate it. They re- 
ported that the ground was planted a* 
usual in tlic 8]>rinp:, and matured a hirj^e 
crop of jiotiitouH; tliat befort* tlie pota- 
tcn's \v»>re duK the Juno rise of tliu river 
sent the water near to the surface, pro- 
duoing ft second crop on the snriace, 
the ground bitog nearlj oorered with 
the potatoes.
